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THE TREASON TRIAL 


CLE SAM cannot afford to laugh off the 

trial of the 30 seditionists which opened 
this week in Washington. The indictment 
makes the most serious possible charge: con- 
spiracy with Germany against American se- 
curity. The defendants are not merely the 
lunatic fringe. They are well-known fronters 
for powerful industrialists, immense news- 
paper chains, prominent members of the 
United States Congress. The trial opens on 
the eve of the victory offensive. From every 
viewpoint therefore, this trial is a most sig- 
nificant event in the history of the nation. 

* * * — 


HO are these defendants? Some like 
Gerhard Kunze and August Klapprott 
were leaders of the German-American Bund. 
Others like George Deatherage, Edward 
James Smythe, Gerald Winrod or Joseph Mc- 
Williams were the petty fascist racketeers 
who saw in the effort of German imperialism 
to conquer the world the opportunity to as- 
sassinate American democracy and place 
themselves in power over its dead body in 
‘alliance with Hitler. Some like Elizabeth 
Dilling and Lawrence Dennis, specialized in 
the dissemination of fascist ideas in our 
magazines, colleges, churches; the former by 
her exploitation of the red-scare, the latter 
by his pretentions to intellectual authority, 
completely borrowed from Alfred Rosen- 
berg’s medieval garbage. Many defendants 
like George Sylvester Viereck or Prescott 
Dennett had the most intimate and open 
ties with prominent Republican Congress- 
men. 

And with what crimes does the govern- 
ment charge them? Nothing less than a 
conspiracy to “impair and undermine the 
loyalty and morale of the military and naval 
forces of the United States,” which they 
attempted by having “unlawfully, wilfully, 
feloniously and knowingly conspired and 
agreed together and with each other and 
with officials of the government of the Ger- 
man Reich and the leaders of the Nazi 
Party.” 

Degenerates, crack-pots, sadists, racket- 
eers . . . yes—but no more so than the leaders 
of the Nazi movement in Germany twenty 
years ago. In fact, these men and women 
| have already demonstrated that their con- 
neections with the powerful American friends 
ae were even more intimate than Hitler’s con-

_ Prominent industrialists, who hate our Allies 
and our President, financed them. Gigantic 
newspapers like the Hearst, McCormick, Pat- 
terson press gave them publicity.

This in itself is no proof of their 
innocence; it is the typical Nazi behavior in 
which Hitler and his fellow-cutthroats spe- 
cialized many times before 1933. Already the 
fascist saluting and the filibustering reveals 
a systematic tactic borrowed from Germany. 
As time goes on, the trial will be used to 
attack the strategy of the war itself. The 
defendants will embrace Gen. MacArthur, 
if he allows it. They will assault our war 
aims, our allies, our leaders, and seek to 
magnify every issue and difference in the 
country on the eve of invasion.

A GREAT responsibility therefore rests on 

the Department of Justice whose at- 
torneys are conducting this trial. For it is 
not just an ordinary trial: it is a battle with 
fascism. The responsibility of the Justice 
Department is like the responsibility of the 
War or Navy Departments on the war fronts. 
The nation has a right to expect therefore 
that the country will not be befuddled with 
technicalities. We have a right to expect 
that the prosecution will take the offensive. 
The backers of these defendants must be 
thoroughly exposed. The trial must become 
a vast public education into the true aims of 
this fascist vanguard. 

Undoubtedly, the nation does not yet have 
this assurance. The trial has been greatly 
delayed. Friends of these defendants are 
most active. The record of Attorney General 
Francis Biddle has been weak, appeasing, 
and altogether not a record to inspire con- 
fidence. To make matters worse, an employee 
of the Justice Department, Edgar J. Hoover, 
had the brass to choose this particular week 
to expose his own mentality before a con- 
vention of the Daughters of the American 
Revolution. Mr. Hoover, entrusted with 
tracking down and guarding these defend- 
ants exhibits aspects of their own philosophy. 
He declares that this country is half-demo- 
cratic and half-Communist, and that there- 
fore its existence is in danger. This is a lie, 
on the face of it, a familiar lie which we 
have heard from much more powerful people

Chi. Sun, 
Hit Mac 


Among the many U. S. news- 
papers which commented on the 
exchange of letters between Con- 
areseman A. L. Miller and Con- 
eral MacArthur, the Milwaukee 
Journal and Chicago Sun took 
Sharp issue with the men who 
acted against the best interests 
of a united nation at war. 

The Chicago Sun editorial of 
April 15 appears below: 

Gen. Douglas MacArthur, by his 
exchange of .etters with Represen- 
tative A. L. Miller of Nebraska, has 
degraded his own political stature 
to that of a third-rate congressman. 
Whether be meant or did not mean 
the letters to be published, he has 
dulled the glitter of his uniform by 
his willingness to drag military 
strategy into the arena of politics; 
by his endorsement of a cheap pol- 
itician’s attack on his commander- 
in-chief; by his own sly attempt to 
incite fears of “the same condi- 
tion internally as the one which 
we fight externally.” 

No general can justify running a 
military campaign simultaneously. 
Gen. MacArthur ought to make up 
his mind to run one or the other. 
Even more serious, however, is the 
type of political campaign to which 
he has lent himself.

Gen. MacArthur is being used by 
a little group of ultra-nationalists 
who do not scruple to adopt fascist 
techniques for the achievement of 
their reactionary purpose. 

Raising the Communist bogey is 
a fascist technique. Contradictorily 
labeling the administration “fas- 
cist” is a fascist technique. And so 
Representative Miller identifies “the 
Wave of communism” with “this 
system of left wingers and New 
Dealism,” while Gen. MacArthur 
finds his comment “scholarly.” 

The invention or exploitation of 
“chaos” is a fascist technique. And 
so Gen. MacArthur warns of the 
“sinister drama of our present 
chaos and confusion,” and finds 
“complete wisdom and statesman- 
stip” in Representative Miller's m- 
vitation ta, capitalize on civilian ir- 
ritation with wartime restrictions.

Above all, it is a fascist technique 
to play upon popular feeling, for 
hidden purposes, through appeals #0 
military glory and hero worship. 
Represenative Miller openly de- 
clares, with something of Hitler“ 
contempt for the common man, that 
“the people of the ‘country vote 
their emotions”; and opemy con- 
fesses that the aim of the MacAr- 
thur boom is to seize power, not by 
democratic processes founded upon 
discussion and debate, but by ex- 
ploiting the general's military rep- 
utation. He advises the general to 
seek the presidency on no platform, 
but as “a candidate for commander- 
in-chief of all our armed forces.” 
And Gen. MacArthur finds this 
“flattering.” 

Seldom in their history have the 
American people witnessed so bold 
and shameful an attempt to subvert 
the fundamental meaning of their 
democratic institutions. All of them 
—and certainly this newspaper— 
would recognize the general's right 
to seek the Republican nomination 
and the presidency as a civilian 
with a military record. But they 
will not tolerate the effort of a re- 
actionary clique to substitute a uni- 
form for political leadership, emo. 
tion for debate, a fascist pattern 
for the democratic pattern.

The correspondence between Gen. 
MacArthur and Congressman Miller 
of Nebraska, made public by Miller, 
seems to indicate two things: 

1— How thoroughly America, right 
In the midst of a war, has the po- 
litical jitters. 

2—What a political dish can be 
cooked up for this country if we 
let those who are scared to death 
from mental hobgoblins, and thos? 
who have sinister purposes, band 
together to accomplish a political 
coup. 

Congressman Miller, judging from 
his part of the correspondence, has 
plenty of hobgoblins racing around 
in his mind. He is one of those who 
believe the republic is lost, or about 
to be lost, internally. 


MacArthur in reply leaves it 
uncertairi whether he really thinks 
30, but the impression of his words 
is that he is inclined to agree. 
Enough, anyway, if it should be of- 
fered him. (He doesn't say what 
has become of his promise to go 
back to the Philippines.) 


Judging by this correspondence, 
what would we have if the move to 
draft MacArthur succeeded? 

Plainly, reactionism on the part 
of a “MacArthur administration. 
The general, away from the home- 
land for many years, does not 
know what has taken place. He 
doesn’t know the changes that 
have necessary (and which would 
have been made by any adminis- 
tration) to keep democracy going. 
He is a general, and a good one, 
but he is as untrained in social 
movements as a social worker 
would be in planning a military 
campaign in New Guinea. 

MacArthur is an easy victim of 
those who have the jitters. 

Besides, MacArthur would have 
in his train all the isolationists 
who, whether they intend to or 
not, are making the road of this 
nation more difficult than it need 
be 


We do not know that MacArthur 
is an isolationist. We do not see 
how he could be, but a man’s en- 
tourage can be as much trouble to 
him as it is to others. 

Americas first job right now 
is to win the war, and as quickly as 
possible. If we keep our heads, we 
may be able to win in Europe this 
year and in the Pacific in 1945. But 
home with a terrifying division of 
the citizenship, set victory back one 
year or two years, with the lives of 
many more boys sacrificed. 

The philosophy underlying the 
Miller-MacArthur letters, and the 
hubhub their publication caused, 
shows how easily this could be 
done. 

Are we already so far away from 
the perils of those early days of the 
war that we have forgotten Pearl 
Harbor—and Bataan?
